Russia Advances Are Easily 
Made 

Archangel.—The Bolsheviki troops 
on the Archangel front appear to be 
losing their morale rapidly. Deser- 
tions into the allied lines are of daily 
occurrence at present: On the Vaga 
and Dvina sectors, Russian and Brit- 
ish patrols find little difficulty in ad- 
vancing under the protection of gun- 
boats. 

The constant artillery duels. be- 
tween the land batteries and the 
gutrboats on the Dvina have resulted 
in several villages being virtually 
wiped out, the first instances of this 
kind in north Russia. 

The Bolsheviki have withdrawn.a 
considerable number of their boats, 
but still have several large guns in 
action. These guns oltranged the al- 
lied weapons, and although they have 
no effect on the allied positions, have 
caused casualtics among the civilian 
population, which stubbornly refuse to 
leave the villages. 

Bolsheviki airplanes showed fight 
for the first time recently, when they 
‘came in contact ‘with British and Rus- 
sian planes over Seltso, on the Dvina 
and Kitsa, on the Vaga. The aerial 
fighting, however, was without defin- 
ite results, 


To Stamp Out Disease 


Regulations to Defeat Outbreak of 
Hog Cholera Made by 
Government } 

Ottawa—The director-general has 
reported serious outbreaks of hog 
cholera%rom time to, time*the origin 
of which has been traced to culled 
hogs from our public stockyards. The 
minister of agriculture has, in View of 
this information, passed an order, 
which becomes effective on June 14, 
controlling the movement of culled 
hogs. 

After June 14 no hogs can be mov- 
ed from certain public stockyards, 
“Tnimnediate slaughter, unless 
a permit is first obtained from a vet- 
erinary inspector of the health of ani- 
mals branch. One of these officers 
will be permanently stationed in each 
of the following stockyards, which 
come under the order: Calgary and 
Edmonton, Alberta; St. Boniface, 
Man.; Moose Jaw, Sask.; Toronto, 
Ont., and Montreal, Que. 


Huns Cause More Trouble 


Trouble on Indian Frontier Is Prob- 
ably Fomented by Propagandists 
Simla. — Two hundred Afghan 
troops who broke out of Fort Baldak 
and fled suffered heavily from mach- 
ine guns and in the cavalry pursuit, 
Some German and Austrian officers 
who were at Kabul when hostilities 
broke out stayed there when the re-

ians, being in hopes of their ‘unani- 
mous protest and aid to save the mar- 
tyred children, women and men of 
Slovene Carinthia, which is dying un- 
der the German yoke, but which wish- 
es to live to be libcrated ad united 
with their brothers-in-race of the free 
and independent kingdom ,of the 
Serbs, Croats and Slovenes.’ 


Clearing Mine Fields 


At Least Two Years Before Danger 
Is_ Removed 

London.—The Publicity department 
of the German admiralty states that 
it will take at least two,xears to-clear 
‘the North Sea dnd the Baltic from 
minefields and drifting mines, It 
claims that the work is proceeding 
with all speed, 20 units being employ- 
ed on the task with, in all, 334 ves- 
sels and 14,000 men. It is also stated 
that the most important trade routes 
have been cleared. 

The Hamburger Nachrichten is en- 
tirely discontented. It says that ac- 
cidents to steamers and fishing boats 
are of almost daily oceurrence.

School Boards Should Get Busy 


Fee is very small and work will 
have fat reaching effect on the health 
of the coming generation. _ 

It is of prime inportance that School 
Trustees should avail themselves of the 
services of the Public Health Nurses, who 
have just been stationed in different cen- 
tres in the Province to conduct child wel- 
fare stations and to inspect the children 
attending school. Although for years it 
has been optional withthe Trustees in 
rural school districts to have medical in- 
apection of the children attending school, 
but a small percentage of the schools have 


ever been so inspected. To render this} 


service more genéral and at the same time 
to reduce the expense to School Districts, 
Registered Nurses, by means of a special 
course ‘of instruction given at the Pro- 
vincial University, are being qualified to 
do this work. In the various cities, 
towns and villages throughout Canada, 
where there is inspection of schools by 
doctors and nurses, about forty per cent, 
of the cbildren are found to have ailments 
that are prejudicial to health. Although 
the Legislature did not make such in- 
spection compulsory in rural schools, it 
is.inconceivable that any board within 
striking distance of where a Nurse-Inspec- 
tor is. located will do dught else except 
send a request at once that the school be 
inspected. The Department of Health is 
bearing about one half of the whole 
expense. — 

It trains the nurses, pays their sdlaries, 
and living expenses, and the school! 
district is asked to pay only a maximum 
of $20.00_with a minimum of $10.00 for 
such inspu vetion of all children attending | 
any rural school. There is the heavy. de- 
mand from various parts of the Province 
for such inspection. There are only twelve 
such specially trained nurses in the Pro- 
vince. Ten will be placed at particular 
centres and two will probably be given 
each a roving commission. 

The necessity of such inspection may be 
illustrated by the average result of such 
inspection in 1910 of the schools of ten 
leading cities in the United States, where 
on an average of 1000 children inspected 
it was found that i there were defects andi}. and |

of children, as to teeth 415; throat 201, 
eyes 153, nose 108, glands 118, ears 30. 

Professor Osler, recently addressed the | 
Academy. of Medicine in London, Eng- 
land, said ‘‘If I were asked to say whether 
more physical deterioration was produced | 
by alcohal or by defective teeth, I should 
say by defective teeth.’’ 

MN school trustees are in any doubt as 
to the beneficial results of the inspection 
of their school by a nurse-inspector, they 
are advised to write the Secretary-Treas- 
urer of any school thus far inspected. 
There were-only four such nurses hereto- 


fore qualified, They inspected a number 
of schools last year and these, among 
dthers, Coaldale Consolidated, Crystal
